Reaching Velocity of 80 Miles an Hour in Some 
arts of the City, It Litters the Streets 
With Building Wreckage. 


Special to the Post-TDispatch. 

NEW YORK, Sept. 17.—This ig the day 
after the storm. An almost indesoribably 
beautiful day finds parts of the city @nd 
many miles of the coast littered with 
wreckage. It is 15 years—summer of 1889 — 
' gince this city experienced a gale as ter- 
| rifle as that which swept over the city 
for three hours yesterday. 

This hurricane came in from the sea with 
destructive fury, lashed the shores of Long 
Island, Staten Island and New York bay, 
and wrecked shipping in its path before it 
swept through the city with a veloM@ty of 
more than 60 miles an hour. 

The tempest was charged with water, 
which flooded the streets, entered street 
cars and ‘‘L’’ trains, and drove, with biind- 
ing fury, against pedestrians tardy in seek- 
ing places of safety. 

There were several deaths, and many 
persons were injured in all parts of the 
city. 

Bullidings were shaken by the incessant 
onslaughts, many were unroofed, and, from 
some, tenants fled in panic 

Along Broadway the tempest made a de- 
structive record. It snatched away inse- 
curely fastened signs, bowled over show- 
cases, ripped out scores of plate glass win- 
dows, and flung the debris about with a 
force’ which made the street perilous for 
traffic. 

There was an oppressive humidity 
throughout the storm which led thousands 
to believe that it came from the hurricane- 
ewept southern coast. 


Blasts Had Warmth 
of African Sirroco. 


Forecaster Emery says this was not the 
oase. The storm was really an ocean tem- 
pest, borne toward the city by a northeast- 
er. The blasts had the warmth of an Afri- 
ean sirroco. The weather bureau recorded 
the highest wind velocity of 6 miles an 
hour, but the anemometer in the Arsenal 
_at Central Park registered a velocity of 67 
‘gnilés an hour, and in the vicinity of the 
-Fiatiron building it approached at times 80 

Idves were constantly {mperiled through- 
wut the city while the storm was at its 
height. Thousands of children were not 
‘allowed to leave the school buildings for 
\tuncheon until the danger was passed. 
‘Workmen on buildings fied from their 
pertious positions and work on the exterior 
‘of Buildings in the storm centers of Man- 
hattan and Brooklyn was at a standstill 
for three hours. In those sections of Man- 
hattean and Brooklyn where there are 
shade trees, the streets were made impas- 
sable by fallen trunks and branches. 

It was in these sections that the tem- 
pest was most terrifying. The wind lashed 
trees, tearing away branches, which were 
whirled about in darkening clouds. Huge 
trunks were snapped at the ground and 
crashed against houses, causing many 
thougands of dollars of damage. Falling 
trees carried with them telegraph and tele- 
phone wires, and both services were crip- 
pled throughout the city.

In the streets was frightful turmoil. 
Darkness added to the terrors of the blasts 
and storm. Hats and umbrellas were torn 
from their bearers and clothing was de- 
stroyed. There were many cases of women 
and children being thrown down in the 
streets and bowled over by the blasts. 

In an area in which the Fiat Iron—that 


@lossal monument of the winds, at 
Twenty-third end Broadway—was the cen- 
ter, the tempest played its greatest havoc 
in Manhattan. Thousands of persons sub- 
mitted to a drenching to watch the spec- 
tacle there. For two hours this structure 
was enshrouded with whirling blasts 
whose course was plainly marked by driv- 
ing sheets of water. From office buildings 
which commanded a view, from the Fifth 
Avenue Hotel, the Bartholdi and the upper 
stories of the Hoffman House, spectators 
watched the scene. In view of the accident 
earlier, when some of the terra cotta or- 
namentation fell from the twentieth story 
to the street, there was expected generally 
among the spectators when the storm was 
at its het@ht that disaster would befall 
the building. 

On the nineteenth story of the Broadway 
side had been erected a framework on 
which several men were working when the 
tempest broke about the building. They 
sought refuge within. A few minutes later 
a biast ripped the framework off, and 
scantling 90 feet long, 2 inches thick anda 
foot wide, was whirling to the street. There 
were a dozen of these beams, weighing 
about 20 pounds each. 


200-Pound Beams

Driven like arrows by the 
were shot to the pavement. A Broadway 
car, passing, narrowly escaped being hit. 
Passengers in the car screamed, and, jump- 
ing to the street, fled to doorways through 
the downpour.

The 
driver could not regain his feet, so over- 
powering was the gale, and he dragged 
himself into the shelter of the wall. 

Within the hour when the tempest howled 
most flercely about the Flatiron, Policemen 
Meyer and Slotman counted 15 women who 
were knocked down. Hats and umbrellas 
filled the gutters about the building and 
were caught and bandied about in the ed- 
dies which were constantly forming. 

All through the tempest the tenants in 
the building were apprehensive. At times 
the structure vibrated noticeably. Wight 
windows in offices were blown out. On the 
ground floor a scaffolding, surrounding the 
“cowcatcher’ at the Twenty-third street 
entrance, was the first thing to give way. 
It fell with a crash and was instantly 
caught up by the wind and flung in 
every direction. 

A moment later, two big plate glass win-

they were shattered on the pavement, many 
particles of glass were caught up by the 
blasts and flung about with dangerous force. 

Steam and other vessels, whether at an- 
chor or moving, were greatly imperiled. 
At all the yacht club anchorages, wrecks 
strew the beaches. The wind blew at hur- 
ricane speed along the coast and caused 
enormous damage. The storm was the 
worst experienced on the sound in 25 years. 
Hundreds of yachts, sloops, schooners and 
small boats were wrecked. 

The fleet of small boats anchored about 
the summer hotels along the coast were 
lost. Tugs were torn from their tows and 
at least one tug was carried to the bottom. 

The racing yachts Reliance and Colum- 
bia were saved with difficulty. 

After fighting the storm, blowing 70 
miles an hour, the captain of the side- 
wheeler E. S. Spring, made a final effort 
to turn the boat so as to reach Stamford, 
Conn. 

A gust more terrific than any yet eyperi- 
enced tore off the roof of the upper deck, 
The boat 
seemed to lift half out of the water. 

The strain of the sea and wind tore off 
the rudder and the immense quantity of 
water shipped put out the fires in the en- 
gine room. 

Helpless and wallowing in the trough 
of the sea, buffeted about by the wind 
and waves, the boat was fast drifting to- 
ward Shelving Rock, the most dangerous 
on the Connecticut shore. Two anchors 
were thrown over and the chains snapped 
instantly.

THE SU PPLEMENTARY REPORT. 


The supplementary report of the Committee on Terminals 
of the Business Men’s League explains very clearly why so 
many manufactories have been removed to the east side. 

Among the reasons for these removals the committee men- 
tion the bridge arbitrary, the higher cost of coal and water 
and the expense and difficulty of getting switching facilities 

The bridge arbitrary is, of course, the capital grievance of In 
all St. Louis business men, and whatever may le the 
cone of arrangements now maturing, its abolition 
sooner or later be brought about. 

The cost of water is and has been too high in St. 
It 40 an unfair discrimination against St. Louis manuiactur- 
érs' and puts them at a disadvantage in competition with 
ymapufacturers of other cities. Switching facilities are ob- 

tained from the assembly and much depends upon the hon- 
esty and good sense of that body. 

sic after conceding and deducting all these disadvantages 
there is reason to believe the manufacturers who have crossed 
the river have made a mistake. 

There is a positive advantage in being in the center of dis- 
tribution, the loss of which can hardly be compensated. Pop- 
ulation counts for much. It is worth a good deal in prestige 
and convenience to be in the thick of business activity. An 
isolated inanufacturer may find that the advantage of isola- 
tion are lost in the disadvantages of time and distance. 
Whatever manufacturers may think they gain by removal to 
East St. Louis they must admit that their real headquarters 
continue on the west side and the time spent coming anu 
going must count heavily both for proprietor and employe. 

St. Louis is the distributing center for the West and South- 
west, and as such offers facilities which cannot be over- 
valued. It is not likely that the example of the few manu- 
facturers who have gone to the east side will be generally 
followed, and when the terminal grievances are satisfied those 


who have gone will be eager to come back.
